Government delay puts 
back park’s epicentre

BUILDING work on the epicentre at 
Haverhill Research Park has been 
delayed for at least a year. 

The epicentre, which is meant to 
provide a base for a range of compa¬ 
nies, had been scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted this summer. 

Planning consent was obtained for 
the epicentre in the spring of 2014. 

It was due to receive £2m funding 
from local enterprise partnerships 
(LEPs), The Greater Cambridgeshire 
& Peterborough Enterprise 
Partnership (GCGP) and New Anglia 
Local Enterprise Partnerships 
(NALEP). 

However, this funding has been 
put back due to a delay in guidelines 
on how to use it being issued from 
central government, according to 
Nic Rumsey, director of Jaynic, 
which is developing the park. 

Mr Rumsey said: “Last July the gov¬ 
ernment nationally announced that 
they were spending £lbillion on LEP 
projects. 

“Having publicly announced that 
in early fuly, they only in February 
this year issued the guidelines on 
how the money could be used. 

“The time that the first announce¬ 
ment was made, we all thought that 
we were gearing up for a building 
contract starting onsite that year.” 

Now the guidelines have been 
received, they can begin looking for

a building contractor again, he said. 

Mr Rumsey added: “Obviously in 
the passage of time, people have 
down-tooled, a few months have 
passed. 

“Once a building contract has been 
let, it will take nine months. 

“We have been hoping to have it 
completed by September or October 
this year. Now I’d be happy if we had 
a building contractor by then. 


“If we have a contractor then, it 
should be ready by summer 2016.” 

The epicentre will be a 30,000 sq ft 
four-storey building in the centre of 
the park. 

It is expected to provide facilities 
for start-up and growing businesses, 
particularly in the ICT, biotech and 
agri-tech industries. 

It will be run jointly with St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council and 


will also provide a coffee shop, 
broadband access and training 
facilities. 

Currently, one business man has 
signed up as a “virtual tenant” - Paul 
Donno, who runs an online account¬ 
ing business and is head of the 
Haverhill Chamber of Commerce. 

This means he gets to use the eip- 
centre as an address and has his post 
handled there until he is able to 


move into a physical office on the 
site. 

Mr Rumsey says jaynic is now 
focusing on timetabling the build¬ 
ing work rather than signing up vir¬ 
tual tenants. 

He said: “The virtual tenancies are 
really a victim of the timetable shift. 
I am loath to push hard for those 
until we have a timetable.” 

The residential part of the site is 
already operational. A total of 150 
homes have been built by house¬ 
builders Taylor Wimpey. Half of 
these homes have been bought, 
and 40 of them are now occu¬ 
pied. 

The Flying Shuttle pub on 
the site is also operating, 
having opened early last 
year, and construction of an 
on-site Montessori nursery 
has begun, as reported last 
week. 

Mr Rumsey says it is not yet 
known how long it will be 
before the research park as a 
site is fully up and running. 

He said: “It could be ten years, or if 
we are lucky, it could be within two 
or three years. It’s that vast a time 
range. 

“We are in a very strong position. 
We’ve got the infrastructure, all we 
have to do is focus on putting up the 
buildings. 

“We are hoping that it will ulti¬ 
mately deliver 3,000 quality jobs and 
will act as an engine for the town.”

New homes target 
for graffiti vandals

BRAND-NEW homes in Haverhill 
have been daubed in graffiti by van¬ 
dals. 

The vandalism took place at some 
point between 8pm on Friday March 
20 and 10am on Saturday March 21, in 
the Bloor Homes Tudor Croft develop¬ 
ment in Tudor Close. 

Three houses were affected, on 
Romans Close, Tudor Close and Robin 
Close in the development, and there 
was blue graffiti on the fence of a resi¬ 
dential property. 

There was also graffiti which is 
thought to be related on a path on the 
development, and on an Anglian 
Water substation box on the rounda¬ 
bout that joins Bumpstead Road and 
Sturmer Road. 

None of the residents affected saw or 
heard anything the night the vandal¬ 
ism took place. 

One resident whose home was 
affected said: “I found about about 
the graffiti when the police knocked 
on my door on Saturday. 

“I was pretty upset because we’ve 
only just moved in. Now I’m annoyed 
because we can’t find anyone to 
remove it. 

“Think about how much money and

time it’s costing people to get out and 
remove it.

Couple appeal for help to raise money for daughter’s hospital ward 


A COUPLE are raising money for a 
children’s ward that helped their 
daughter. 

Sara and Dan Nicholls’ daughter 
Bella, who is 18 months old, was 
diagnosed with the rare condition 
neutropenia last year. It means her 
body kills its own white blood 
cells, leaving her vulnerable to 
infection. 

When she catches infections, she 


is treated in the C2 ward for 
children with leukaemia and blood 
conditions at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 

Sara and Dan are now keen to 
raise money for the ward. “The 
first time she was admitted onto 
the ward was heart-breaking; it’s a 
real eye-opener,” said Sara. 

She says the staff and the ward 
have been fantastic, and they are 


keen to give something back. 

Sara is planning a fundraising 
evening on April 17 at the Tavern in 
Birdbrook at 7.30pm. 

It will feature a raffle, with prizes 
including a meal out and a set of 
gel nails. 

There will also be an auction, and 
appearances from clairvoyant Dave 
Vye.

Dan is planning a sponsored run 
of over 16 miles from his home in 
Haverhill to Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
on August 9 this year.

Row brews 
over cost of a 
cup of coffee 


THE owner of an independ¬ 
ent cafe was angry this week 
over a promotional sign 
which he said unfairly com¬ 
pared his prices to those at a 
nearby Wetherspoon’s pub. 

Harry Zachariou, who runs 
the Dejavu cafe and sandwich 
bar in Queen Street, was made 
aware of the poster, outside 
the Drabbet Smock 
Wetherspoons pub in 
Haverhill’s Market Square 
when customers came into 
his cafe and told him. 

The sign compared prices of 
coffee at both Dejavu and 
Wetherspoons, as well as 
Costa and the Bull Pub. 

But Mr Zachariou said it was 
misleading and inaccurate 
because the price shown was 
for filter coffee at 
Wetherspoon’s, compared to 
the price of an Americano, at 
Dejavu, which is a different 
kind of coffee. He said his cof¬ 
fees are also served with a 
biscuit. 

Since the Weekly News con¬ 
tacted Wetherspoons about

the poster, it has been taken 
down. 

Mr Zachariou said: “It’s just 
really amazing that such a big 
company would stoop to such 
bad, poor levels. 

“You’re comparing small, 
independent shops to a big 
company. It’s absolutely scan¬ 
dalous that they need to do 
that.” 

A spokesman for 
Wetherspoons, Eddie 
Gershon, said: “The aim of the 
poster was to highlight the 
prices of coffee at our pub in 
the town against a number of 
other outlets serving coffee. 

“We believe that this gives 
people in the town important 
information on pricing and 
allows them to make an 
informed decision on where 
they might wish to go in order 
to enjoy a coffee. 

“The poster has been taken 
down simply because we 
thought it was the right thing 
to do at the moment.” 


Mr Zachariou complained 
to Suffolk Trading Standards 
earlier in the week. 

Sasha Watson, community 
engagement officer at Suffolk 
Trading Standards, said: 
“Comparisons should not be 
misleading by giving false or 
misleading information, by 
omitting material informa¬ 
tion or by deceptive presenta¬ 
tion. 

“Comparisons should be fair 
and reasonable. They should 
compare like with like or with 
very similar products in terms 
of quality, composition and 
description. 

“If there is a difference, then 
an unambiguous, easily iden¬ 
tifiable and clearly legible 
explanation of the difference 
should be given. 

“As the two coffees are dif¬ 
ferent, ie Dejavu sells 
Americano, not filter coffee, 
this should be made clear on 
the poster.”

MR hears about 
plans for trust 


MP for West Suffolk Matthew 
Hancock paid a visit to a 
Haverhill high school last 
Friday to hear about plans 
for the future of the town’s 
schoolchildren. 

Mr Hancock visited Castle 
Manor School, where he met 
students there and pupils 
from Place Farm Primary 
Academy and Castle Manor 
Primary Academy. 

They heard a presentation 
from Madleine Vigar, execu¬ 
tive principal of the Castle 
Partnership Academy Trust, 
which runs Castle Manor and 
both primary schools. 

Afterwards, Mr Hancock, 
who is currently a govern¬ 
ment business minister, 
spoke with the students about 
their hopes for the future. 

He said: “I was extremely 
impressed by the young peo¬ 
ple I spoke to from Castle 
Partnership Academy Trust 
on Friday morning. 

“It is vital that we support 
these students in their aspira¬ 
tions so they can get the best 
possible start in life. They 
were an asset to the trust and 
their schools.”

Ethan Woodley, Castle 
Manor’s head boy, said: “It 
was good to talk with Matthew 
Hancock about the election 
process for becoming head 
boy and about what he does 
on a day-to-day basis. Some 
parts of the process were sim¬ 
ilar in school and parlia¬ 
ment.” 

Ms Vigar spoke in her pres¬ 
entation about future plans 
for the academy trust. 

The trust started a five-year 
plan two years ago, which laid 
plans for a new curriculum. 

The new curriculum has 
now been designed by staff 
from across the trust, and will 
be introduced in September. 

It focuses on learning core 
skills across different sub¬ 
jects, and increases opportu¬ 
nities for different year groups 
to work with each other. 

The trust is still planning to 
build a new all-through cam¬ 
pus on the land at Castle 
Manor Academy. 

This will include a commu¬ 
nity facility as well as space 
for learning. 


Ms Vigar said: “We have a 
long-standing positive rela¬ 
tionship with Matthew 
Hancock and it was wonder¬ 
ful to be able to update him 
on the fantastic developments 
here. 

“This is an important time 
in the lives of our academies 
and we really need our com¬ 
munity to get behind our 
plans for the future.” 

While visiting the school, 
Mr Hancock helped them put 
up birdboxes for the town’s 
community clean-up. 

He said: “It is fantastic that 
the local community is get¬ 
ting involved in improving 
the local area, making 
Haverhill a place to be proud 
of.” 

However, Councillor 
Maureen Byrne was sceptical 
at a council meeting on 
Tuesday, March 17, about Mr 
Hancock’s involvement with 
the clean-up. 

“He’s the MP and he’s com¬ 
ing to Haverhill, and we’ll just 
see how many bags of litter he 
picks up,” she said. “He’ll be 
there for the photoshoot 
though.”

Tributes and 
donations after 
fatal house fire

THE community of Haverhill 
has raised over £7,200 for 
families affected by a devas¬ 
tating house fire last week, 
and paid tributes to a man 
who died in the blaze. 

The fire, which began at 
around 2.30am last Thursday, 
March 19, at a terraced house 
in the town’s Beltings Road, 
left one person dead and two 
houses destroyed. 

The following day, floral 
tributes were left at the site. 

The victim has been offi¬ 
cially named by Suffolk police 
as Delroy Watson, who was 
49. 

Neighbours say he was a 
retired police officer who had 
recently had a baby boy. His 
friend and neighbour Stuart 
Smith said Mr Watson’s wife 
and son were staying in 
London at the time of the fire. 

Ollie Bell, another neigh¬ 
bour, paid tribute to Mr 
Watson. 

“I haven’t got a bad word to 
say about him. He will be 
really missed bcause he was a

genuinely lovely guy.” 

On Thursday, Matt Pawley 
created a page on fundraising 
website GoFundMe to help 
the families in the wake of the 
fire. 

The page aims to raise 
money to help Mr Watson’s 
family, and also Karrie and 
Adam Scarbrow and their son 
Harrison, 7, who lost their 
house in the fire. 

The orginal fundraising tar¬ 
get was £200 but within a day 
the page had raised over 


£6,500. 

The total has crept up to 
over £7,200 and people have 
also donated children’s 
clothes and toys. 

Over 500 people have donat¬ 
ed, and the page has been 
shared on social media over 
500 times. 

Neighbour Yvonne Wilde 
said: “I think it’s great that 
the community is getting 
together to help people get 
through it. 

“I think the money should 
be used to help all of the peo¬ 
ple who have been affected by 
the fire. 

“There are the two burnt out 
houses, and then at least two 
houses to the right and two 
houses to the left which have 
been fenced off and the fami¬ 
lies are not allowed to return 
home.” 

The fire is not thought to be 
suspicious but a report will be 
prepared for the coroner. 

Police are asking anyone 
who may have seen or heard 
anything in the area or who 
has information to call 
Suffolk Police on 101 quoting 
CAD 22 of March 19. 


Hospice founder scoops lifetime award 


THE founder of St Nicholas 
Hospice Care, which operates 
the Burton Centre in 
Haverhill, has received an 
award for his lifetime achieve¬ 
ment. 

Canon Richard Norburn 
was honoured at the Suffolk 
High Sheriff’s Awards held at 
Haughley Park Barns near 
Stowmarket. 


Canon Norburn, now 82, 
was inspired to set up the 
hospice in the early 1980s 
after witnessing three fami¬ 
lies struggling with terminal 
illness. 

The hospice’s first nurse 
began work in 1984 and now 
it provides care and support 
for those with life-limiting ill¬ 
nesses across West Suffolk 


and Thetford. 

“I feel so humbled to have 
received this award. It is won¬ 
derful to have been part of the 
Hospice for all of this time 
and to have seen it grow,” said 
Canon Norburn. 

“I didn’t expect to win and 
certainly not when they read 
out the CVs of the other peo¬ 
ple shortlisted.”

Home intravenous 
service a success 


MEDICAL patients who need 
an intravenous drip can go 
home from hospital, thanks 
to a new service that is free¬ 
ing up beds. 

West Suffolk Hospital intro¬ 
duced the home intravenous 
therapy service (HITS) last 
year. 

It means that patients who 
need an IV drip but are other¬ 
wise fit for discharge can go 
home and have their medi¬ 
cine given to them each day 
by a visiting nurse from 
Suffolk Community 

Healthacre (SCH). 

These might be patients 
who need antibiotics for con¬ 
ditions such as cellulitis or 
other infections. 

Since being introduced, the 
service has freed up around 
271 hospital bed days a 
month. This adds up to more 


than 3,200 bed days each 
year. 

Lesley Standring, integra¬ 
tion lead in medicine at West 
Suffolk NHS Foundation 
Trust, said: 

“The service has also helped 
further improve the experi¬ 
ence our patients have of 
their NHS care. All of the 
feedback we have received so 
far has been overwhelmingly 
positive and we are delighted 
that HITS has made such a big 
difference.” 

Patients who are treated 
using HITS remain under the 
hospital’s management. 

Their blood is also reviewed 
weekly by a team of specialist 
nurses, consultants, microbi¬ 
ologists and pharmacists so 
that any changes can be 
picked up quickly and action 
taken.

It is currently based in a pharma¬ 
cy on Norton Road. The new site is 
350 metres from the old site, acces¬ 
sible across level terrain. 

If the move goes ahead, the new 
post office would have the same 
opening hours as the Londis, from 
6am to 9pm Monday to Saturday, 
and 7am to 8pm on Sunday. 

This would mean the post office 
would open 103 hours a week,

which is 65.5 hours more than the 
current post office opens. 

The Norton Road post office 
opens from 9am to 1pm and 2pm to 
5.30pm Monday to Friday, and 9am 
to 12.30pm on Saturday. It does not 
open at all on Sundays. 

The proposed post office would 
not have a car park directly out¬ 
side, which the current one does. 
However, there is a car park within 
10 metres of the Londis. 

There would be space for a wheel¬ 
chair and a hearing loop in the new 
branch. 

The new post office would have a 


different style of layout to tradi¬ 
tional post office counters. 

Rather than screened-off booths, 
it would have two open-plan tills at 
the shop’s retail counter. 

The changes come as part of a 
national modernisation of over 
8,000 post offices across the UK, 
made possible by £2bn investment 
in the Post Office network from the 
government. 

Will Russell, Post Office regional 
manager, said: “We understand 
how important having a post office 
is to residents in Haverhill. 

We are confident this new mod¬ 
ern post office service will meet 
the needs of the local community 
and secure services for the future. 


“This modernisation is part of a 
major investment programme, the 
largest in the history of the Post 
Office and marks a commitment to 
no more branch closure pro¬ 
grammes.” 

The public consultation began on 
Wednesday, March 18 and will 
close on Wednesday, May 27.

What does an East Anglian law firm 
have in common with Virgin and 
Netflix? 

The answer is that a new holiday policy 
has been implemented for employees 
at East Anglian firm Ashton KCJ, similar 
to that previously put into place by the 
Virgin Group and extremely similar to a 
Paid Time Off (PTO) policy that has been 
operated by Netflix. Ashton KCJ have 
put into place a PTO policy which works 
by employees being able to take time off 
as holiday at any time for as long as they 
want so long as managers know where 
they are and their work is covered. 

Ashton KCJ see this policy as an 
enlightened one that helps to motivate 
staff and offer a better approach to 
looking after staff welfare. This is because 
it allows hard working employees to 
take time off that they feel they need as 
oppose to imposing arbitrary limits. It 
allows flexibility within the workforce. 
Other reasons for putting a PTO policy 
into place would be to eliminate the 
problem with employees looking to take 
a large amount of holiday at the end of 
the holiday year to avoid it being lost. 
Secondly, it allows time to be properly 
recorded as holiday or sickness absence 
and for there to be no blur between the 
two in terms of employees taking time off 
as sickness absence which should in fact 
have been booked off as holiday. Thirdly, 
it is helpful to employees, especially those 
who have other caring responsibilities. 
Some employees tend to keep days 
“in reserve” just in case there is some 
unforeseen eventuality. Therefore this 
policy removes the need to keeps these 
days in reserve and allows employees to 
properly plan for holiday. 

This is one of the HR policies being 
implemented by Ashton KCJ to make it an 
employer of choice. Our HR team work 
closely with our employment lawyers on a 
number of different projects.

AS the Easter holidays loom, 
National Gardens Scheme 
chief executive George 
Plumptre recommends some 
stunning gardens to visit, 
raising money for a good 
cause in the process. 

When school’s out for Easter, 
it’s time for the family to ven¬ 
ture outdoors - and there are 
some great gardens to visit 
over the holidays, with the 
added bonus of raising money 
for charity while you do it. 

With the National Gardens 
Scheme Yellow Book 2015 in 
hand, you can leaf through a 
plethora of privately-owned 
gardens which open their 
doors at certain times of the 
year and give visitors a chance 
to view garden owners’ indi¬ 
vidual creations, with pro¬ 
ceeds going towards nursing, 
caring and charities. 

More than 70 gardens will 
be open over Easter in aid of 
the NGS. 

“We encourage a very 
diverse range of gardens,” the 
charity’s chief executive 
George Plumptre explains, 
“from really big country gar¬ 
dens of many acres to gardens 
in towns and cities. Currently 
our smallest garden meas¬ 
ures five by eight metres.” 

Allotment holders, schools 
and villagers in the same 
streets all participate. 
Residents from one street in 
Worthing - Ambrose Place - 
have put their road on the 
map thanks to their show¬ 


stopping rectangular back 
gardens, described as a ‘hor¬ 
ticultural phenomenon’ and 
influenced by an eclectic mix 
of styles, from Morocco, 
Provence and the Alhambra 
to the more traditional 
English cottage garden. 

Many owners will only open 
their garden once or twice 
during the year, while other, 
bigger operators devote spe¬ 
cific days to the NGS as a 
fund-raising initiative. 

“We have a group of well- 
known gardens across the 
country open to visitors, such 
as The Easton Walled Gardens 
in Lincolnshire, which open 
throughout spring and sum¬ 
mer and will have certain 


days when all the money 
raised goes to the NGS. But 
the majority of gardens only 
open in aid of us because they 
enjoy welcoming visitors and 
love their garden being 
admired and raising money 
for charities.” 

More than 70 gardens in 
England and Wales will open 
during Easter in aid of the 
NGS, as well as some Scottish 
gardens, served by its sister 
organisation Scotland’s 
Gardens. Plumptre’s recom¬ 
mendations include: 

■ Spetchley Park Gardens, 
Worcs {spetchleygardens. 
co.uk): Open for NGS Good 
Friday, April 3: “They have an 
Easter walk with really gor¬ 


geous daffodils, beautiful 
woodland garden and a lovely 
lake to walk around. Lots of 
NGS gardens are small and 
plant-orientated, but 
Spetchley is a garden for eve¬ 
rybody.” 

■ 61 Fountainhall Road, 

Edinburgh {scotlandsgardens. 
org ): Open for Scotland’s 
Gardens on Easter Sunday, 
April 5: In this large walled 
town garden, trees and 
shrubs form an architectural 
backdrop to a wide variety of 
flowering plants. The grow¬ 
ing collection of hellebores 
and trilliums and variety of 
late blooming flowers provide 
interest from early March to 
October. In addition, there 
are now several alpine beds 
which include a large collec¬ 
tion of Sempervivums. 


■ Congburn Arboretum, 
Edmondsley, Durham ( cong- 
burnnurseries.co.uk ): Open 
for NGS Easter Sunday, April 
5: An Easter egg trail should 
keep the kids occupied in this 
beautiful arboretum which 
boasts lovely woodland 
walks, drifts of daffodils and 
new planting among the 
established trees. 

■ The Burrows Gardens, 
Brailsford, Derbyshire ( bur- 
rowsgardens.com ): Open for 
NGS Easter Monday, April 6: 
Exotic rare plants and trees 
are displayed alongside 
immaculate lawns in five 
acres of stunning garden. 
“This has a really good mix¬ 
ture of different designs and 
plants. It’s a very ambitious 
garden which is intriguing - 
there are lots of places for 


children to hide.” 

■ The Walled Garden, Knill, 
Powys (01544 267 411): Open 
for NGS Easter Monday, April 
6: “This garden has a lovely 
riverside walk where there 
will be lots of flowering 
shrubs and tulips and a beau¬ 
tiful walled garden within 
four acres of countryside set¬ 
ting.” You’ll also see primu¬ 
las, a bog garden and small 
grotto, as well as mixed and 
herbaceous borders.” 

■ The gardens in England 
and Wales can be found in 
The Yellow Book 2015 
(Constable, £12.99), a guide to 
almost 4,000 gardens open to 
the public on behalf of the 
NGS. A similar publication for 
Scotland’s Gardens can be 
found at scotlandsgardens.

Stoppard's Arcadia 


THIS version of the time-hopping Arcadia is a 
new collaboration between the Theatre Royal 
Brighton Productions and English Touring 
Theatre. 

Don't know it? No worries, in brief, the Os¬ 
car winning (Shakespeare in Love) playwright 
and screenwriter Tom Stoppard wrote it in 
1993 and debuted, what would soon become 
a modern-day masterpiece, at the National 
Theatre. 

Now, the Olivier Award-winning Arcadia is 
coming to Cambridge Arts Theatre, to envelop 
you in a shifting narrative that swirls back and 
forth between 1809, 1812 and the present day. 

It's set in a stately home called Sidley Park in 
Derbyshire, and the cast of characters spill and 
intermingle from the decades that they lived in 
the house. Anchoring the tale are Thomasina, 
a bright, precocious pupil who unearths a truth 
far ahead of the time, and academics Hannah 
and Bernard who are wrangling in the present 
day, trying to piece together Thomasina's life. 

Arcadia might sound like a sprawling mess, 
tripping through centuries, but, if the rave 
reviews are anything to go by, a magnificently 
streamlined piece of writing and production. 

Also, there's a tortoise involved, apparently 
signifying the clinging on of life, endurance 
and interminable suffering. Morbid, yes, but 
it's a real life tortoise, so we are, of course, 
won over entirely.

WHEN school's out for Easter, it's time for the 
family to venture outdoors - and there are some 
great gardens to visit over the holidays, with the 
added bonus of raising money for charity while 
you do it. 

With the National Gardens Scheme Yellow Book 
2015 in hand, you can leaf 
through a plethora of privately- 
owned gardens which open 
their doors at certain times 
of the year and give visitors a 
chance to view garden owners' 
individual creations, with pro¬ 
ceeds going towards nursing, 
caring and gardening charities. 

More than 70 gardens will 
be open over Easter in aid of 
the NGS. 

"We encourage a very 
diverse range of gardens," the 
charity's chief executive George Plumptre explains, 
"from really big country gardens of many acres to 
gardens in towns and cities. Currently our smallest 
garden measures five by eight metres." 

Allotment holders, schools and villagers in the 
same streets all participate. Residents from one 
street in Worthing - Ambrose Place - have put 
their road on the map thanks to their show-stop¬ 
ping rectangular back gardens, which have been 


described as a 'horticultural phenomenon', influ¬ 
enced by an eclectic mix of styles, from Morocco, 
Provence and the Alhambra to the more traditional 
English cottage garden. 

Many owners will only open their garden once 
or twice during the year, while other, bigger 

operators devote specific days 
to the NGS as a fund-raising 
initiative. 

"We have a group of well- 
known gardens across the 
country which are open to 
visitors lots of the time, such 
as The Easton Walled Gardens 
in Lincolnshire, which open 
throughout spring and summer 
and will have certain days when 
all the money they've raised 
goes to the NGS. But the major- 
QIC ICIIoUII ity of gardens only open in aid 
of us because they enjoy welcoming visitors and 
love their garden being admired and raising money 
for charities."

With the 85th Geneva 
Motor Show displaying the 
latest automotive technol¬ 
ogy closing its doors at the 
end of last week, Warranty 
Direct has revealed which 
are Europe’s most reliable 
models. The vehicles ana¬ 
lysed were an average of 
five years old with mileages 
of around 50,000. 

British brand, Vauxhall, 
topped the table with its 
diminutive Agila model the 
most reliable European- 
badged car on the road. 

French manufacturers, 
Peugeot and Citroen com¬ 
pleted the top three, with 
their similarly small 107 


and Cl superminis. 

Swedish, Spanish, 
German and Czech brands 
also won places in the top 
10 reliability rankings with 
Volvo, Seat, Volkswagen, 
Smart and Skoda. 


Vauxhall’s Agila is most 
likely to incur issues with 
its axle and suspension, 
accounting for an average 
of 30 per cent of its faults. 
The cooling and heating 
system is responsible for 44 


per cent of the Peugeot 
107’s downtime; with fel¬ 
low French carmaker 
Citroen finding most of the 
issues in its Cl derive from 
the electrics. 

Volvo S40 drivers report 
more axle and suspension 
faults, with a third suffer¬ 
ing complications. 
Warranty Direct’s data 
reveals Smart’s Fortwo 
most frequently faces 
engine issues, accounting 
for more than one in three 
of its breakdowns. 

Warranty Direct manag¬ 
ing director, David Gerrans, 
said: “It’s good to see a 
British manufacturer at the 
top of the table, especially 
at a time when Britain’s 
automotive industry is fly¬ 
ing high. Our data also 
highlights that Swedish, 
Czech, Spanish and French 


carmakers are all more 
reliable than their often 
celebrated German coun¬ 
terparts, which will sur¬ 
prise some consumers, 
who may still assume that 
German cars are the most 
durable.” 

At the other end of the 
scale, the Audi RS6 is 
Europe’s most unreliable 
vehicle, with data indicat¬ 
ing it’ll break down at least 
once a year. Four out of the 
five most unreliable mod¬ 
els are produced by 
German manufacturers. 

The higher the Reliability 
Index score, the worse the 
car is - the lower the score, 
the better and the average 
RI number is 100. For more 
information on Warranty 
Direct’s Reliability Index, 
visit reliability index.com I 
what-is. 



BMW: Efficiency benefits 

X5 gets i8 drivetrain 

BMW has joined the plug-in hybrid rush with its 
first ‘mainstream’ effort following the amazing 
hype surrounding the i8 sports car. 

The petrol-electric drivetrain has been put into 
the X5 xDrive40e, where its efficiency benefits 
can have the biggest impact. Official tests have 
recorded average fuel consumption of 85.6mpg, 
but the EU’s current tests fail to take into 
account the electricity used by the plug-in 
hybrid system. 

That consumption measures 15.3kWh, but 
meaningful comparisons with miles per gallon 
have yet to be standardised in any European 
market. To its credit, BMW has been honest 
about the likely 25-26mpg return that owners 
will see after longer motorway cruises when the 
batteries are flat. 

It will go on sale in autumn with prices due in 
the summer.
